Imperial Chancellor Points but 
Extenuating Circumstances, 


CARES FOR GERMAN SOLDIER 


Sensational Attacks Are Made Upon 
: Emperor William by the Social- 
ist Leader During the 
Session of the Reich- 
stag. 


Berlin, November 23.—In the reichstag 
today Count von Buelow, the imperial 


chancellor, again reviewed Emperor 
William’s speech. The Wilhelmshaven 
speech, he pointed out, was delivered 


immediatély after the receipt of the 
news of Baron von Ketteler's murder. 

“It would be incomprehensible,”’ 
chancellor asserted, “if so serious a 
crime did not make the emperor's blood 
fiow faster.’’ 

The chancellor also said no case had 
been reported where a German soldier 
had acted in China in a manner un- 
worthy the good name of Germany. 

Today's debate, which ended at a late 
hour this evening, was the culmination 
of a series of sensational attacks upon 
Emperor Willlam and the government 
over the China bill. It was an oratorical 
contest between Herr Bebel, the social- 
ist leader, and Count von Buelow, as- 
sisted by General von Gossler, Who, al- 
though somewhat clumsy, is no mean 
antagonist. 

Last Monday Herr Bebel demanded of 
the imperial chancellor of war a formal 
declaration as to whether it was true 
that the German troops in China had 
received general orders to spare no one. 
Neither Count von Buelow nor General 
von Gossler had responded to this de- 
mand and 
other letter, in which the writer, a sol- 
dier, pointedly asserted that everybody, 
including women and children, were 
slaughtered in a certain engagement 
near Tien Tsin. He also referred to yes- 
terday's statement by the Agrarian lead- 
er, Baron Wagenheim, to the effect that 
the kaiser: was being “systematically 
misinformed,” and he sald that this would 
explain the “ill-informed speeches” of 
the emperor. In conclusion he exc laimed: 

“This is the system that is undermin- 
ing all impertal and monarchical author- 
ty.“ 

The anti-Semites and a number of con- 
rervativea have introduced a bill against 
the immigration of Jews. 

From a number of postal cards and 
letters that have just arrived from China 
it ia Inferred that Count von Walderace 
has forbidden the German, soldiera to 
write home regarding the incidents of 


the war. KE. Schultz, a Berlin cabinet 
maker, has been wentenced to three 
months’ tmprisonment for criticising Em- 
peror Willlam'a “no pardon" epeech, 


Schultz ia the sixth victim within a week. 

In the reichatag today, replying to a 
question regarding the expulsion of Ger- 
mans from the Transvaal, Baron von 
Richthofen, secretary, for foreign affairs, 
deviared international law justified the 
British atithorties in removing from the 
seat of war undesirable persons. But 
Germany, he added, had energetically 
intervened in favor of those expelled 
without a cause or those expelled 
with unnecessary harshness. Germany 
had also formulated demands for com- 
pensation and Great Britain had replied 
that she was prepared to compensate 
those who had been unjustifiably ex- 
pelled.

House Passes the Cigarette Bill. 
Senate Proceedings. 

Montgomery, Ala., November 23.—(8pe- 
clal.)— With the exception of the passage 
of the “succession bills“ over the veto 
of the governor, very little of general 
interest was done in the senate. Mr. 
Macer introduced an important bill for the 
incorporation of the Alabama insane hos- 
pitals, and to provide for the manage- 
ment and government of the same, and to 
Ret apart the Mount Vernon military 
reservation’ near the city of Mobile, as 
one of the proposed hospitals, to be in- 
corporated. This reservation ie known as 
the barracks ceded by the United States 
government to the state of Alabama, 
and well known ase the place where the 
great Indian Chief Geronimo was kept 
ae a prisoner after his capture. This is 
thought to be the most important bill 
yet introduced in the senate, and 00 
coplea were ordered printed and the bill 
made a special order for Mondty next, 
when ft ia thought it will pass. 

Senator Harrison introduced a bill for 
the appointment of a special justice of 
the supreme court, who shall take the 
place of the regular justice when ab- 
sent or unable to perform the duties. 

In the house there was plenty of ginger 
inserted into the proceedings. It all grew 
out of the “cigarette bill’ by Mr. Strip- 
ling, of Elmore county. The bill is dweep- 
ing in its demands for the suppression 
of the habit, and prohibits the sale, giv- 
ing away, or bringing into the state cigar- 
ettes, cigarettes papers or materials used 
for making the same, under a heavy pen- 
alty. Mr. Clark, of Mobile, and Mr. 
Long, of Walker, led the opposition to the 
bill and loaded it down with all sorts of 
amendments and dilatory motions, in or- 
der to defeat the bill, which clearly had 
a majority, and they were successful in 
warding off the vote until the hour of 1 
o'clock arrived, when, under the rules, 
was an adjournment. When the bill was 
called up a test vote was had when Mr. 
Clark, of Mobile, asked that Mobile coun- 
ty be “excepted from the provisions.” 
The vote on this proposition showed the 
strength of the friends of the bill, and 
they had it all their own way up to ad- 
journment at 1 o'clock. After the recess 
the bill was on the calendar ahead of 
anything else, and the fight was renewed, 
with the same vigor as characterized it 
in the forenoon.

He was attired in a new black 
suit, which the warden had at the prias- 
Oner's earnest solicitation, permitted him 
to substitute for his prison garb. His 
hair and heavy mustache were much 
grayer than before he began serving his 
term, and his face was wan. 

Frank P. Biair, of Chicago, and Con- 
gtesaman Grosvenor, of Ohio, appeared 
for Carter, while Colonel J. W. Cloua, 
deputy judge advocate general of the 
army. and District Attorney I, E. Lam- 
dert and his assistant, H. E. Hone, rep- 
resented the government, 

Judge Thayer limited Carter’s attorneys 
to three hours and ne government to 
two and one-half hours“ argument. At- 
torney Biair opened for Curter, whose 
conviction, he alleged, was illegal, jnas- 
much as it should have been secured un- 
der the sixtieth article of war instead of 
the sixty-second, and when the president 
disapproved several findings in a court- 
martial, the full sentence pronounced by 
the courtmartial ceased to exist and ite 
execution was illegal and void.

Bowden Is Interviewed.

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BUT CITIZENS ARE COURTEOUS 


Havana, November 19.—(Special.)—It is 
a matter of great rejoicing in the city, 
the raising of the quarantine by all the 
ports in the’ states. There is little cause 
for alarm now as to the fever even in 
Havana, for daily the number of cases is 
decreasing, the hospitals reporting on 
Saturday only fifty-three cases under 
treatment, This is a most gratifying report 
considering that little over a week ago 
the number was 107. The weather is per- 
fect, and if one is in search of health I 
can't belleve there is such another place 
as this island to give all that can de de- 
sired. Strangers arriving in Havana for 
the first time are Hable to feel a degree 
of disappointment. They have read high- 
ly-colored accounts of the wonderful city, 
and when they see the narrow streets, 
the sidewalks dt a mere curb to keep 
the wheels of vehicles from striking the 
houses, note the grim,! jail-like edifices, 
visit the dark, poorly supplied shops and 
stores, they wonder where any amuse- 
ment is to come from. It takes time and 
study to find out what Havana is. Once 
you get inside some of these walled-up 
residences you will find lofty rooms, mar- 
ble floors, inner galleries opening upon 
hollow squares of court yards, within 
these fountains springing; plants grow- 
ing, birds singing. You will find quaint 
old furniture, tall mirrora, massive side- 
boards, carved tables and chalra, things 
to enchant a collectcr. Above all else, 
you will find the most perfect hoapitality, 
the most admirable courteay, from hoat 
and hoateas, from all the inmates, not ex- 
cepting the mala who makes your bed or 
the servant who blacks your shoes. Once 
a Cuban admits you within hia gates he 
tendera you of hia best, and the stereo- 
typed phrase, The house is at vour dia- 
Position,” means more than mere forma)- 
ity. Sometimes 1 think the ‘atrain of 
Arabic blood transmitted to their race 
centuries ago has not all filtered out, as 
they still cherish the Arab's, idea as to 
the sacredness of a guest, even though 
undidden. 
I Hirst came to the island. i was seek- 
ing rooms in Vedado, and was directed to 
a certain number. On arriving at the 
number 1 knew there was a mistake, for 
that house bore no evidence of letting 
lodgings, or at any rate, it was far above 
my means. I had the curtosity, however, 
to enter and sound the knocker. I was 
bidden to enter, and the servant sum- 
moned her mistress. I was welcomed by 
a lady markedly Cuban to whom, of 
course, I was an entire stranger, but I 
was within her gates and her whole man- 
ner expressed nothing but courteous wel- 
come. I explained my errand, and 
watched closely to see how the mistress 
of this palatial home would receive a 
query as to lodgings. I was forming 
in my own mind a picture of the recep- 
tion I would receive under like circum- 
stances from one of tne four hundred in 
any of our own cities. This Cuban lady, 
however, was overwhelme. with regrets 
that she h no lodgings to hire me, was 
profuse in offers of help, calling up her 
majordomo to inquire of him as to lodg- 
ings in the village, sending him out to 
make investigations for me. She seated 
me in her magnificent ralon, offered re- 
freshments, a fan, ice water. She bade 
me walt the return of the servant, in the 
meantime, after being assured that I was 
rested, invited me to visit her garden, to 
look at her pictures, brie-a-brac. if I 
cared to, to lo !: i- to various parts of the 
house, not that it was anything much, but 
it might interest me, being a stranger. 
She placed it at my disposition, present- 
ed me flowers, in short displayed a lav- 
ish hospitality toward the rtranger most 
astonishing. This woman bears one of 
the proudest and oldest names in the 
island, a ~ame distinguished in the annals 
of old Spain, and was too great a lady 
to feel afraid to extend courtesy to the 
small e..n as to the gre t: nor was she 
‘disposed to haughtily resent the implied 
reputation as to letting lodgings. So | 
have found the Cul 1 men and women. 
They are shy of making yow acquaint- 
ance, but onee made, vou m count on 
unswerving attention and friendship. You 
crow in time to love the old houses, to 
like the lofty windows invariably barred 
with tron gratings, but even these are 


picturesque, and it is not uncommon to | 


see windows and stairways and balconies 
fitted up with fron railings and shutters 
wrought into artistic patterns and scroll 
work beautiful as lace work.

of Ohio, the family of Mrs. Dewey, of- 
fered several thousand dollars for a pair 
of gates, but they were doomed to dis- 
appointment, for the folks here won't 
sell; they won't déspoll their homes for 
any amount of money. A favorite style 
of knocker here is an immense hand 
wrought in bre3s, and I know of one wo- 
man who spent months trying to buy one 
and finally succeeded in discovering one 
much battered and worn in a pawn shop, 
which she eagerly pounced upon. After 
you become familiar with the out-of-the- 
way corners of the city, find out some of 
the pawn shops and queer, old-time se- 
deritas, notion shops, you will pick up 
treasures here and there. I saw some 
mantillas of handsome lace, Maltese one 
of them, wrought in that old pattern of 
the Maltese cross, another of guipure and 
others that I did not know, but exquisite 
in texture, which came out of pawn shops 
at a very low price. One must realise 
that the fortunes of a woman must have 
fallen very low, indced, when she sells 
or pawns her veil, one, too, perhaps, 
which was an heirloom, as many of these 
elegant pieces of lace are. 

Elegant old fans can be found here, 
and I saw 4 collection recently which 
would require days to examine. There 
were fans with the sticks of mother of 
pearl handsomely cut into cameos, each 
stick fitting together when opened ao aa 
to form a complete picture. In others 
the sticka each one cut into an exquisite 
cameo, Some had the aticks inlaid with 
pure gold and allver in rich patterns. 
Others were of tortoise hell., carved in 
the moat delicate manner, or ornamented 
with iwer and gold. The body of the 
fan was in many cases of alia or satin 
painted in the most artistic manner, Wat- 
teau shepherdesses, Loule XV figures, or 
scenes of a later date. Some of the fans 
were of carved ivory, no celuloid or cheap 
stuffs. Some were of elegant lace, others 
of material heavily embrefdered, in silks 
or in gold thread, or in cut beads of gold 
and silver. These were the fans great 
occasions, 


ed with through stress of poverty and 
pain. To each one there is doubtless at- 
tached a history, and all these dainty 
tries could speak of struggle and suffer- 
ing and courage and self-sacrifice. Frail 
things to tell of a nation's strife and 
fortitude, of blood and tears and glory, 
but they all speak with undoubted utter- 
ance.

The old wall 
has been left intact and makes a pic- 
turesque spot, already beautified with 
natural creepers and growths of moss 
and lichens. : 

The punta has been much beautified, a 
fine piece of engineering work having 
been exhibited in the erection of a strong 
sea wall, and the section of the prado con- 
tigvous has also deen converted into a 
park. Morro castle ‘s directly opposite, 
and the light from the tower at all hours 
of the night brightens this favorite spot.

Havana fell into thelr hands; the oid 
Quinta, the summer palace of the gov- 
ernor general. with ita elegant gardens, 
grove: of royal palma, its old-world 
grandcur and dignity—these and many 
ore invite attention. The Quinta was 
for a time loaned to Maximo Gomer, but 
is now only used as Quarters for a few 
employees cf government. The stables 
are utilised for government teams to 
nome extent, General Wood keeping his 
horses out there, and the gardens are kept 
up, but the old Spanish gardener is very 
jealous of any Invasion upon his domain. 
it would take up too much space for me 
to attempi to relate all the points of in- 
terest about this old city, but zoon may 
take my word fer it that the atractions 
of Havana are many. 

Recently I have been much entertained 
visiting friends in à large girls’ boarding 
school here. The school in most respects 
would answer to the descriptions given Dy 
lhackeray of young ladt-s’ schools in the 
last century, and it will be long before 
modern ideas penetrate therein. The 
girls have recently given an exhibition to 
their friends, part of which was a so- 
called English play, a sort of fantasia, in 
which flowers and fairies and fairy queen 
are much in evidence.

Shields's Copan Pitted Against 
Two Thousand Filipinos 


— 


FIGHT WAS BRILLIANT ONE 


Stories from Manila Tell How Sol- 
diere from the South Fought 
for Honors Against Almost 
Overwhelming Fili- 
pino Odds. 


Washington, November 23.—Mall advices 
from Manila give the story of the rescue 
of Captain Shields and fifty men of the 
Twenty-ninth infantry after their capture 
by the insurgents in Marindique. The 
fight that Captain Shields and his party 
put up against an overwhelming force !s 
declared to have been one of the mos 
brilliant incidents in the history of bush 
fighting in the archipelago. The fifty 
Americans were pursuing a party of in- 
surgenta of superior force into the moun- 
tains when they were ambushed in a 
canyon by a force of 20 riflemen and 
1,800 bolo men. They made a continuous 
fight for eight hours, killing a large num- 
ber of the insurgents, and were over- 
powered only after they had fired their 
lust shot and practically were smothered 
in a hand to hand fight with their 2,000 
adversaries. Sergeants Williams and Mc- 
Carthy, who were in charge of some of 
the wounded, came in for particular 
praise. 
of the party during the retreat and in- 
trenched themselves on 
where they stood off their a:sailants for 
about three hours, surrendering after 
every cartridge had been expended. 
Scarcely a man in the expedition escaped 
being grazed or slightly wounded during 
the fight. 
ed to only five. Captain Shields was 
wounded early in the fight, but he con- 
tinued to direct the operations of the rear 
guard during four miles of retreat. He 
finally was knocked out by a bullet 
through the jaw, neck and shoulder, 
which was thought at the time to be a 
fatal wound. The rescue of the party 
was effected by General Hare, who some 
months before led the party which effect- 
ed the rescue of Lieutenant Gilmore and 
the men from the Yorktown, after their 
long months of captivity in northern Lu- 
zon. Captain Shields and h!: men make 
no complaint of their treatment during 
captivity. Maximo Abad was the insur- 
gent in command and in response to Cap- 
tain Shields's request allowed some of 
his men to secure medicines and dress- 
ings for the wounded soldiers. 

The Manila papers of October 18th de- 
vote considerable space to a renewal of 
the report concerning Aguinaldo's death 
in northern Luzon. They say that the 
circumstantial character of this report, 
together with the fact that Genéfal Trias 
recently has been signing ‘himself “com-

lends strong color to the bellef that 


_Aguinaldo may bé dead. The latest ac- 


count in this line comes from Nueva 
Ecija, in northern Luson, where, in an 


outpost’ skirmish, ‘Aguinaldo's horse was 


killed and his saddle bags; with a num- 

ber of personal papers, were captured. 
Aguinaldo was shot from his horse and 

severely wounded. He was carried by his 


| followers into a jungle and subsequently 


was reported to be ill with fever. His 
body afterwards was carried down. the 
river on a raft slung in a hammock and 
completely covered with palm leaves, but 
the natives who saw the passage of the 
raft were uncertain whether he was dead 


or alive. This, together with the claims

Board of Ordnance and Fortifications 
Makes Annual Report. 

Washirgton, November 23.--The annual 
report of the board of ordnance and for- 
tiflcations, just made public, sums up con- 
Cively a very large amount or experi- 
mental work accomplished by the board 
during the past vear. A general state- 
ment of whit is needed in the future is 
centained in the follo ing paragraphs; 

“The work of equipping our coast fortin— 
cations is progressing rapidly, and a large 
portion of the new armament is already 
Installed.

SUMMONED TO RICHMOND, VA.

Mr. Kruser was welcomed by the au- 
thorities and then walked to a landau 
standing before the door of the station. 
Near the landau stood a band, which, as 
he emerged, struck up a Boer hymn, 
which was followed by the Marseillalse.“ 
The crowd gathered around, giving vo- 
ciferous shouts for Mr. Kruger and the 
Roers The moment the landau started a 
battery of artillery belonging to the mu- 
nicipalitv began to fire a salute of twen- 
ty-one guns. 

Iluminations and salvos heightened the 
excitement of the huge coneourse, which 
crouched upon the roadway barely leav- 
ing a bassase. 

Finally the carriage reached the hotel 
which faces on a spacious square. 

Mounted gendarmes kept a space open 
across the aquare and escorted the lan- 
dau. Mr. Kruger, who was bareheaded, 
bowed to the right and left as he rode 
along. 

His apartment, which ts 
story and has a balcony 
Boer and French flags, overlooks the 
square. Below him was aun ocean of 
taces illuminated by. a dagaling electric 
searcilight. Enthusiasm was at white 
heat. An unceasing roar of cheering 
arose from the multitude, which number- 
ed many thousands. Mr: Kruger came to 
the front of the balcony and acknowl- 
edged repeatedly the hurricane of plaud- 
its. He uttered a few words of thanks, 
which were interpreted and shouted down 
to the people. 

Mr. Kruger then retired from the bal- 
cony and received the mayor, the mem- 
bers of the city council and various dele- 
gations presenting addresses and bou- 
quets. 

The crowd in the streets was dectdedly 
hostile to England, raising ant!-British 
cries. A procession of students paraded, 4 
chanting monotonously denunciations of 
everything English. 

Tomorrow morning at 6:25 o’clock Mr. 
Kruger will start for Paris. Dr. Leyds 
savs he has been informed that M. Cro- 
zler will greet Mr. Kruger at the Gare de 
Lion, Paris. in the name of President 
Loubet. . 

Kruger Leaves Marseilles. 

Marsellles, November 23.—Though the 
enthusiasm attending Mr. Kruger's de- 
parture from Marseilles was not so bols- 
terous and there was no such crowd pres- 
ent as awaited lim on the quay when he 
landed from the Gelderland he had no 
reason to complain of any dimunition of 
warmth on the part of the people of Mar- 
sellles. 

Mr. Kruger was up at an early hour and 
was ready and walting when his landau 
reached his hotel to convey him to the 
railroad depot. Amidst the cheering of a 
large assembly the former president of 
the Transvaal entered his carriage at 9 
o’clock and was driven to the station. 
He was accompanied by Dr. Lende and 
Messrs. Pearson, Wessels, Eloff, Fischer, 
Van Hammel, Rambaud and Heymens. 
Just before the departure of the train 
Mr. Kruger appeared on the steps of the 
railroad carriage, in response to the 
shouts of the crowd and said: 

“Citizens of Marseilies—I thank the pop- 
ulation of Marsefiles for its warm wel- 
come. I trust T shall find the same enthu- 
siaastic sympathy in all cities, which T am 
going to travel through and T hope it will 
he followed by actions which will continue 
to assist Us and result in abetting our 
cause.“ ” 

As the train left at 9:3 a. m. a great 
ery arose, Extensive police precautions 
were taken this morning.

Attempt Made To Take the Life of a 
Young Attorney. 
Charleston, III., November 23.—T. N.

William A. Maxwell was also admitted 
to conference during the session. 

Dr. F. G. Hvghes and Dr. R. A. Seals 
were referred to the ccmmittee on super- 
annuated relationa, 

Dr. W. A. Parka, a Methodist mission- 
ary, made a short talk on the work being 
accomplished in the far east, after which 
Rev. W. D. Bradfield, pastor of a Gal- 
veston Methodist church, was  intro- 
duced. He made a atirring appeal for 
the Methodist churches in the stricken 
ety. Mr. Bradfield’s church was destroy- 
ed and he reported all the other Method- 
ist churches damaged. He graphicaily de- 
scribed the terrible storm and portrayed 
the struggle of the church since the 
catastrophe. A subscription was taken up 
for this cause, and about $251 was real- 
ized. 


Criticised Georgia Ministers. 


The next feature of the morning was 


an address by Dr. O. E. Brown, of Van- 
derbilt university, who made an appeal 
in the interest cf the ministerial depart- 
ment of that institution. The trend of his 
address was a pléa for higher education 
among the ministry. In speaking of the 
faults cf the ministry, he referred to the 
Geor@ia fault as too much anecdotage. 
He said the telling of anecdotes in the 
miristry had originated in Georgia, and 
he stated that Georgia had a past master 
in that art, and many young men, he gaid, 
wanted to be trained to preach like Sam 
Jones.

SESSION OF MISSION BOARD. 


Reports Last Night Showed Activity 
in Mission Work in the 
Foreign Field. 


The annual meeting of the mission 
board held last night at Trinity church 
developed the fact that the special work 
of this department was in a flourishing 
condition. 

Both the report of Secretary W. o. 
Butler and Treasurer W. A. Hemphill, 
showed that much had been accomplished 
in mission work, both at home and 
abroad, during the past year. A collection 
was taken up to raise $2,000 to finish pay- 
ing the missionaries the necessary appro- 
priation. 

Short addresses on the mission work in 
foreign fields were made by Rev. W. H. 
Park, of Sou Chow, China, and Rev. W. 
R. Lambuth, missionary secretary of the 
church, 

The first matter of importance taken up 
during the evening was the report of Rev- 
W. O. Butler, the secretary of the mis- 
sion board. Dr. Futler's report showed 
that in the sixty-four mission stations 
there were 19,216 members and 11,611 Sun- 
day school scholars; that $13,062 had been 
paid the sixty-four pastors, and that 2,296 
persons had been added to the member- 
ship of the foreign missions. Of this 
number 1,172 were admitted on profession 
of faith and 1.120 by certificate. 

Rev. J. E. Dickey, who presided, made 
a few remarks confmending this report, 
and then called upon Colonel W. A. 
Hemphill for the report of the treasurer 
of the mission board. 3 | 

Colonel Hemphill stated that he had 
been treasurer of the board for the past 
ten years, and was giad to say that the 
report he had to make was the best he 
had ever rendered. He then read a list 
of the collections for both foreign and 
heme missions from ue various districts 
before and at conference. 

Much Monvy Contributed. 

This report showed that the sum of 
$9,107.29 had been collected for foreign mis- 
sions before conference, and $7,481.% at 
conference, making a total of $16,589.24. He 
said this amount was a e increase 
over year. For home missions, 8. 6 4 
had been contributed before conference, 
and $2,000.6: at conference, making a to- 
tal of $10,547.31. This amount is a $2,000 
increase over last year. 

“I have sent.“ said Colonel Hemphill, 
“to the Godly men engaged in missionary 
work, 8 per cent of their appropriation. 
The subscription of $750 more will enable 
me to send them 100 per cent on the dol- 
lar, and 1 hope we will get it for them 
here tonight.“ 0 

Rev. J. E. Dickey, pastor of Grace 
church and acting chairman of the meet- 
ing, made an eloquent plea for contribu- 
tions. Asa Candler also made a similar 
plea, and several ministers went among 


the audience to secure subscriptions. Mr. 


Candler stated that the exact amount 
needed was $2,000. 

Rev. W. H. Park, surgeon in charge of 
the hospital at Sou Chow, China, then 
gave an interesting talk on the work of 
the institution, and told how the hos- 
pital had been instrumental in interesting 
many of the natives in Christianity. Ale 
related several humorous incidents that 
served to add sest to his remarks. 

Much of his talk had do with a 
wealthy Chinaman of Sou Chow, who re- 
turned to this country with him for the 
treatment of his eyes. He said this man 
had already professed faith and seemed 
intetested in the work of the mission- 
aries, , 

“Tl want you all.“ said Dr. Park, to 
remember this man in your prayers. If 
the treatment is successful, if his eyesight 
is restored and he returns home safely, 
there is no knowing what may come of 
it. He represents the intelligent and 
wealthy of that city, and is already in- 
terested in the mission work. Much may 
come of his conversion.“ 

Dr. Park was followed by Rev. W. R. 
Iambuth, missionary secretary of the 
church, who had a few words to say 
about mission work. He urged that the 
work be continued even more vigorously 
in the future than in the past. He said 
the impression that missionaries should 
be withdrawn from China was erroneous; 
this was the time they were needed, he 


thought.

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STATE GEOLOGIST TELLS 
OF WORK OF DEPARTMENT 


The annual report of the department 
of geology prepared by Professor W. 8. 
Yeates was issued yesterday and shows 
in a clear manner the value which the 
department of geology has been to the 
state during the past year. Especial di- 
rection is called to the regults accom- 
plished; the number of big buildings in 
every part of the country that are now 
being constructed out of Georgia stone. 
The attention now being paid by the out- 
side to the stones and minerals of Geor- 
gia is accounted for by the complete and 
accurate bulletins touching on all of 
these resources issued from time to time 
by the department of geology. 

Professor Yeates has a large amount of 
field work ahead and he outlines what he 
expects the department to accomplish in 
the near future. The report is in part 
as follows: | 


Georgia Stone Widely Used. 


A reasonable amount of pride in the greatly 
improved condition of the mining Industries of 
the state, following the economic work of this 
survey, on several important subjecta, leads 
me to mention some results, that appear to 
have been largely influenced by the report 
of the survey. 

Prior to 1894 there was no large building 
in this country constructed of Georgia mar- 
bile, but since then the following large build- 
ings have been erected of this stone: St. 
Luke’s hospital, New York city (in part— 
100,000 cubic feet); the Corcoran art gal- 
lery Washington city; the State Mutual Life 
Aseurance Company's bullding. Worcester, 
Mass., (cost $900,000); the Rhode Island 
state capitl, Providence, R. I.: the Minne- 
sota state capitol, St. Paul, Minn., (250.000 
cubic feet); and the Century office building, 
St. Loula, Mo. Two handsome, though 
straller, edifices of Georga marble are the 
State Savings bank, of Detroit, Mich., and the 
Carnegie Public Library, of Atlanta, the lat- 
ter now in course of erection, For pillara on 
either side of the entrance to the bank, the 
Southern Marble Company, of Marble Hill, 
Ga. quarried, in April, 1899, ani shipped to 
Providence, R. I., to be dressed, two mam- 
moth monoliths of white marble, each measur- 
ing 27 feet 2 inches by 4 feet 4 inches by 
4 feet 3 inches, and weighing 100,066 pounds. 
On being finished, they were shipped to De- 
troit, where they stand as magnificent col- 
umne at the entrance to the bank. Two 
duplicates of these were also quarried, to be 
uned in case of emergency. 

It is worthy of note, that, of these large 
buildinga, two of them are located not A great 
way trem the extensive marble quarries of 
Vermont—at present the leading state in the 
union in marble production.

Now, how- 
ever, it is said that there has been 
found at Pekin records to prove that a 
landing was made on this continent 
by the Chinese in the year 499, or 
nearly 1.000 years before Columbus. 

The Chinese have accomplished 
about everything. They knew the art 
of printing five hundred years before 
it was discovered in Europe and we 
have been told that the use of electric- 
itysin such practical appliances as the 
telephone had been mastered and per- 
haps forgotten by the Chinamen long 
before the days of Benjamin Franklin. 

There have been many students of 
early American history who have be- 
lieved that they found evidence of 
Asiatic civilization in the works left 
by the Aztecs. The theory of these 
students has been a most natural one. 
The Chinese from the earliest days 
have been navigators of the ocean. It 
was perfectly possible for them, in 
the craft in which they sailed, to have 
reached the western shore of the 
American continent by way of Japan 
and the Aleutian islands, and almost 
without losing sight of land. That is 
figuratively speaking, of course. 

It is not at all beyond the realms of 
possibilty, therefore, that they should, 
a thousand years or more ago. have 


and indeed the re- 
searches of arctacelogists show very 
plainly that they were there. 

The missing link in the chain of 
evidence to prove Chinese discovery 
has been something to show that any 
of these early Mongolian navigators 
ever got back to China. If. therefore, 
it is true that records have been found 
at Pekin to prove this early discovery. 
we will have to begin and make over 
the history of the new world. Whether 
we pull Columbus off his pedestal, 
or whether we deem it necessary to 
send apologies to Spain for our Colum- 
bia exposition, which was designed 
to celebrate our original discovery, is 
perhaps immaterial to the discussion 
of a serious and very interesting phase 
In any event we await 
with interest the confirmation of the 
alleged Pekin discovery.

preservation of the entity of the Chi- 
nese empire. Whether this is due to 
the fact that she already has as much 
territory and responsibilty in Asia as 
she cares to assume, or whether it is 
due to her own sense of justice and 
fairness. makes difference; the fact 
remains that Russia's attitude is dis- 
tinctly favorable to the two points in 
which this country is most interested, 
and that the position of the Russian 
government is due to the car. 

His death at this time would place 
in power one whose sympathies would 
at least be open to question. The czar 
is not a man of robust constitution, 
and the acknowledgment that his pres- 
ent malady is of a very dangerous 
character naturally gives rise to deep 
anxiety outside his empire as well as 
inside it. 

There can be no question that the 
German emperor is pursuing a policy 
at variance with his representations 
made to the other powers. His influ- 
ence is not being exerted toward such 
a settlement in China as, while ac- 
cording full compensation, will result 
in ultimate peace, carrying with it as- 
surances of safety to life and property 
of foreignera and opening the way to 
foreign trade, Instead, every step 
which Germany has taken leads to the 
conclusion that it is war and not peace 
Emperor William desires; war that 
will give the excuse for the dismem- 
berment of the Chinese empire. 

Naturally the (:erman emperor has 
become the dominant figure in the 
Chinese situation. When the other 
governments agreed to place their 
troops under the command of the em- 
peror's personal representative they in 
effect put him at the head of the inter- 
national table; aud the alltance with 
Great Britain, which he subsequnetly 
accomplished, strengthened his power 
until he has become practically master 
of the situation. 

The demands of the ministers as out- 
lined in the Pekin reports show that 
the kaiser is practically having every- 
thing his own way. The policy of this 
government has been consistently to- 
ward the proper punishment of those 
responsible for the Chinese tragedies 
and toward securing what may be just 
in the shape of money indemnities. It 
is apparent, however, that the German 
emperor intends to insist upon indem- 
nities far beyond. the ability of China 
to pay and upon the summary pun- | 
ishment—apparently without trial— 
of more of the Chinese princes and 
heh officials than it would be possible 
for the Chinese government to under- 
take. The inevitable result would be 
to break off negotiations and give 
Count Von Waldersee with his allied 
troops the excuse for reopening a war- 
fare which the kaiser hopes would en- 
able him to secure valuable territory. 
While Li Hung Chang, Prince Ching 
and the powerful southern viceroys 
seem to be carrying out in good faith 
the asurances they gave of the punish- 
ment of the boxers, the restoration of 
order, and the acceptance of all just 
demands looking toward peace, the 
German field marshal is busily en- 
gaged in inflaming the people of China 
in such a way as to render the efforts 
of these high officials unavailing. The 
dispatches tell us of more punitive ex- 
peditions, aimed apparently at commu- 
nities not at all responsibie for any 
of the outrages. A high official, acting 
under Ii Hung Chang's instructions 
and co-operating in every way with 
the commanders of foreign troops, 
found himself—-if the Irish bull may 
be permitted—suddenly put under ar- 
rest and decapitated. The wholly need- 
less destruction of the Imperial tombs, 
Which would mean more to the Chi- 
nese than the taking of thousands of 
lives, has been determined upon by 
Count Von Waldersee if it has not been 
already accomplished. 

Although probably one hundred Chi- 
nese lives have been taken in exchange 
for every foreign life, and although it 
is doubtiess true that many thousands 
of these victims have been absolutely 
innocent of any part in the murder 
of the foreigners, it would seem that 
the German thirst for biood is still 
far from being satiated. This is prob- 
ably because this thirst for blood 
grows out of the greater thirst for 
land and power. 

The German emperor's game is a bold 
one and he is playing it boldiy. Its 
success would practically be assured 
by tha passing away of the one mon- 
arch who is in a position. and who has 
the disposition, to stand out against 
him in favor of a peaceful, fair and 
honest solution of the Chinese problem 
—one that will preserve the entity of 
the Chinese empire and open it up to 
the trade of the world on fair condi- 
tions. The chief hope, therefore, of 
those who would accomplish these 
ends lies in the ability of the ezar to 
check the kaiser’s ambitious and self- 
ish war programme.

What May Be Expocted. 
During the progress of the presiden- 
tial campaign the critics of the repub- 
lican administration had a good deal 
to say on the subject of a greater 
standing army, involving. as it would. 
not only heavy tax burdens, but pos- 
sible greater dangers to the country. 
The republicans evaded the subject as 
much as possible, When it was charged 
that the administration was pledged to 
an increase to at least 100,000 mem-.

A personal friend cf Major 
Harrison, now in Washington, is respon- 
sible for the statement that it was large- 
ly due to Harry New's influence at the 
war department that Major Harrison re- 
ceived an honorable discharge from the 
volunteer service a few days ago cn the 
grovnd that his duties were no longer 
necessary, * 

Notwithstanding the supposed frieud- 
ship between former President Harrison 
and former Secretary of the Treasury 
John C. New, there appears to be a per- 
sonal feud between the sons of these two 
distinguished Hoosier families, The trou- 
ble aruse during the early stages of the 
Spanish war, Russell Harrison was ap- 
pointed as assistant Inspector general in 
the volunteer service. Harry New also 
received a cemmission in the volunteer 
service at about the same time. The two 
young officers from Indiana were assign- 
ed to duty for a time In the same division 
in the south and they frequently met each 
other, both off and on duty. Now Har- 
rinon is, in the estimation of same cf his 
best and warmest personal friends, in- 
clined to be what they term fussy. That 
is, he is disposed to place greater value 
on minor technicalities than cifcumstancts 
sometimes justify. Upon entering the 
military service he essaycd to become à 
strict military disoiplinarian, and he some- 
tines carried his ambitions in that direc- 
ticn to extremes, 

On several occasions he met his for- 
mer friend. Harry New, off duty. As is 
well known, the army regulations do not 
require officers to wear their military uni- 
terms. Being somewhat of a novice in 
military ethics, New forgot when these 
two young officers met in civilian attire to 
greet Major Harrison with a forma) milli- 
tary salute, simply giving him an infor- 
mal salutatiog such as is generally ex- 
changed between friends and compan- 
Harrison being the ranking officer, 
administered a mild rebuke to Captain 
New for disregarding the military salute. 
On several other occasions, while they 
were on duty together, Major Harrisoa 
took occasion to chide Captain New for 
certain rather insignificant offenses 
against military regulations, such as 
carelessness in attire and neglecting to 
properly extend afid return military sa- 
lutes.

He is one of the monu- 
mental hogs thet fatten in this material 
ane at every nation's: public trough, and 
the more golden avurdupois they take on 


tacle of Kruger la, to continue the por- 
cine metaphor, attributable to the su- 
perior rooting qualites of another of the 
blue ribbon porkers of the international 
hog show, except Ceoll Rhodes. Rhodes 
rooted over into Kruger’s sty and Kruger 
bristied up. Rhodes got his jowl into 
Kruger's trough and Kruger showed his 
tushes. Then, there was a mix-up over 
the possession of the rich, stomachsome 
will. But the great, wide-open rity is 
that these two mammoth prise hogs 
didn’t do the fighting.

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FIELDS AND TELLS EX PERIENCES 
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The most Interesting story that has 
come to Atlanta from the Alaskan gold 
neids is told by A. I., Delkin, who left 
this city seven months ago for Cape 
Nome and who returned last Tuesday. 

The siory he tells of this land of plenty 
sounds more like a chapter from the 
“Arabian Nichts“ than of the icy gold 
nelda of the tar north, where the precious 
metal is abundant, but where the neces- 
earles are scarce, Mr. Delkin, however, 
is one of the best known mon in Atlant 
and his statement will be accepted by all 
who know of him. He returned from the 
far north in better health. His physical 
condition has been improved by his trip 
to Alaska. Ile now enjoys splendid 
health and he is vigorous and strong. 

Mr. Delkin N not a victim of the gold 


‘fever, although he wou!d probably not 


c.ose his eyes and pass with avericd head 
if he chanced across a rich claim. His 
real object in visiting Cape Nome was to 
search for precious stones. As is well 
known the worid's known supply of em- 
eralds has been exhausted. For more 


been unable to purchase them excerpt 
from retailers and individuals. 
are now worth three times as much as 
diamonds and tne price is advancing 
continually as the supply grows less and 
the demand greater. 

Mr. Delkin. who for years was a jewel- 
er of Atlanta, went to Cape Nome for 
the purpose of making a systematic 
search for emeralde and other precious 
tones. From the bed of the Yukon river 
he took specimens of stones that. are indi- 
cations of valuable deposits in the neigh- 
borhood. One of these stones Mr. Delkin 
has polished. It is of different color and 
luster from any stone yet known to the 
jewelers, 

He will return to Cape Nome on the 
urst boat next spring. He has already 
made arrangements with a number of 
young men now wintering in Nome City 
and the party will leave that place early 
in the spring for an absence of several 
months in the mountains, They will «o 
into the famous volcanic district, where 
whey will be able to examine earth that 
lies under and around the lava bods, 
formed during the prehistoric ages. Mr. 
Delkin is very much enthused over the 
prospect of searching for precious stones 
in Alaska and believes that his labors 
will be rewarded. 

He has several claims staked off and 
will devote a portion of hia time to work- 
ing them. It is certain that they will pay 
something—all claims in the Cape Nome 
distric@do. It is merely a question of the 
amount that will be secured. If a claim 
yields only $900 or $1900 during a seagon it 
is abandoned for one that vields thous- 
ands. 1 
In speaking of his experiences in Alaska 
Mr. Delkin said: 

“Beven montha ago I left Atlanta for 
Cape Nome. resojved to try my fortune 
with the others in the far north. I sailed 
from Seattle with thirty horses, twenty 
cows, one bull and several calves. When 
I reached Juneau I went into the gold re- 
gion. My cows were giving fine milk, 
which I disposed of at $2 a gallon. I was 
doing a land office business in milk until 
a fellow came in with five cows, trois 
which he sold seventy-five gallons of 
milk a day. Either I had to buy his 
stock or sell mine at a magnificent price. 
I chose the latter alternative. The calves 
I sold for $1 a pound. This, by the way. is 
the secret of success in trhde at Cape 
Nome. When you have a game work it 
for all it will bring, but when a fellow 
comes along who works the same game 
better than vou do, quit it and begin 
something else. 

Money in Alaska is so plentiful that it 
is almost foolish to talk about it down 
here. It is a common occurrence to loan 


% companion several hundred dollars for 


a few days without receiving a note or 
check or anything else. At Nome City 
$100 js valued about as much ee $5 is in 
Atlanta. Every one has plenty of money 
and if you have something that is wanted 
vou get big money for it and there is no 
haggling over the price. I have a friend 
who owned a barge. He came into Nome 
City with @ load of lumber that cost him 


$30 a 1.000 feet. He sold it at $200 per 1,000 
feet. Every day that he was in the lum- 


ber business he sold more than 98,000 
worth of lumber at the Nome City price. 
He continued at the business all summer. 
When a steamer loaded with lumber ar- 
rived at Nome City he would mest her 
way out in the bay and offer to purchase 
the whole load. The owner would put 
waat he thought was a large on the 
lumber and my friend would purchase 
without more ado, He ‘had his own 
lighters and when the steamer men would 
come into the city they would Gnd the 
lumber dealer selling at $100 and §900

The first thing they did was | 
to reach down and scoop up a hondful of | 
beach sand. Of course thev found no 
gold in it. They would jmmediate'yv cry 
‘fake.’ Some of these returned to the 
states at once. Others sat around the 
town on the doorstens of the satoons all 
summer and would have starved to death 
if pity had not been taken upon them. 
Many have never been outside of Nome 
City. Still others became robbers, and 
these latter appear to be doing a good 
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business. ä 
„„ surpose the United States military 
companies are doing al! in their nower to 
stop the lawlessness, but a good, merci- 
less vistllance committce would beat them. 
There is now talk of having a committee 
to deal summarily with the despeadoes. 
Tt la a daliv occurrence to find the- tea 
of a murdered miner who has been par- 
ticularly successful in the region. No one 
knows who commits the murders and no 
one is aver punished. A well-'oaded at- 
gun anf a rood aim is the best protection 
that the reapectable men of Nome City 


have. 

“It Is always possible to get work at 
Cane Nome, if a man ts willing to work. 
The waqea are NH an hour and hoard. The 
reason for thie is easilv found. Say a 
man has a claim from Which one man can 


take several hundred dollars a day. The 
owner of the mine will engage all men 
that he can obtain to work the mine and 
will par them good wages. ga is no 
cuse for loafing in Nome City. 
Thie year I was a ‘cheechawka,’ which 
is pronounced chee-chadk-er. He is a 
newcomer. It is an Indian word. Next 
year I will be a ‘sourdough,’ which is 
really a man who has seen the ice come 
and go, although it is applied to all who 
spend two seasons in Alaska. The chee- 
chawkas were the people this year. When 
I went to Nome City I found that there 
was not a jeweiry stcre In the place. They 
were all afraid that it would not pay. I 
immediately made contracts with all jew® 
elers in Nome City to work with me at 
$10 a day. They received their salaries 
even if they did not work. I paid $40 a 
month as rent for a store and did a land 
office business. For instance, a rich miner 
came into my place of business and ask- 
ed me to make a belt buckle for him. In 
the center was a ruby. This was sur- 
rounded by nuggets and there was a rim 
of chased gold around the entire thing. 
He furnished all the material for the 
buckle and gave me $00 for my work- 
manship. 1 could tell those sort of in- 
cidents all day. 
„J. H. Baker and a man named Long 
came to Cape Nome. They gave some 
to a worthless fellow and sent 
o the hills to stake a claim. The

Therefore, when 
his family thinks he Is seized with a 
sickness that wii end in death they 
throw him out into the snow. and allow 
him to get well if fie can or gie ff he 
chooses. Of course, he dics, sometimes 
from disease, sometimes from starvation 
and cold. ilis body s eaten by dogs, 

Indian flesh, by the way. is often an 
article of diet for dogs in Alaska, Somee 
times when you are peacefully eating 
your dinner your pet dog will run under 
the table with the arm er ieg of an In- 
dian and while you are finding solace tn 
your food on the tahle the dog will be 
beneath making a pleasant’ meal of his 
Indian's Umb. 

“The necessarice of Iffe are searce at 
Cape Nome. When I left hav was selling 
for o a ton and coal was $75 a ton, 
Coal will advarce to $1 a ton this wine 
ter and they will have to shoot horses 
because of the scarcity of feed. The 
horse flesh will help to sustam the dogs. 

“One of the most interesting sights at 
Nome City are the icebergs. This reminds 
me of the stories about the terrible heat 
there during the summer months. If it 
gets hot at Cape Nome during the sum- 
mer the season of 1% was an off year, I 
wore seal akin shoes, which are water- 
tight, and seal ekin, as every one knows, 
is not a summer wear. Over my clothes, 
including a heavy winter overcoat, I wore 
a coat of reindeer hide. It la a beauty. 
It ie cold all the year round at Cape 
Nome, and winter la told mainly by the 
darkness. 

“One of the principal difficulties of lv- 
ing at Nome City is that there is no 
night. You never know when to eat and 
when to sleep., and men frequently get 
excited over working their claims and dig 
and pan for twenty*three and twenty- 
four hours without knowing that it is 
time to stop and give nature a chance. 
A man must guard agaiust working too 
hani when he is in Alaska. 

Next year Teller will be fhe princi- 
pal city, just as Dawson City was last 
year and as Nome City wag this year. 
The solution of the whole situation in 
Alaska will come when a railroad is built 
through the country. It could start at 
some accessible place and run by, Nome 
City and Norton bay and into Teller. 
While Teller will be the principa) city 
next year, Nome City will continue to 
be the base of supplies for all that sec- 
tion of the country. The railroad of 
which I speak would pay for itself the 
first season.“ 

Mr. Delkin brought back to Atlanta 
‘with him between thirty and forty nug- 
gets, varying in size from a guinea egg 
to a bird egg. Some are mixed with 
quartz and others are of solid bid. He 
also has a a number of small bottles filled 
with gold dust. He brought arrows used 
by the Indlans in hunting, Indian fish 
hooks made of ivory, walrus tusks and 
many other curios tod numerous to men- 
tion, He also brought to Atlanta an Ee- 
quimo dog, which he keeps in his back- 
yard at 177 West Peachtree street. He is 
by no means cured of the fever and will 
leave Atlanta early in the for the 
interesting gold fields in the far north.

Justice of the Peace Charles D. Kline, 
of this city, is in trouble.

The house committee on general judiciary 
at its session yesterday afternoon rec- 
ommended the passage of the Wright re- 
formatory bill, which provides for a re- 
formatory to be erected in every county 
of the state. 

The institutions contemplated under the 
measure are to be for the care and sup- 
port of dependent children and @ildren 
under the age of fourteen years who 
have been convicted of crime. An amend- 
ment added by the committee before the 
recommendation was given provided that 
the act should become operative in every 
county on a two-thirds vote of the quali- 
fied electors. This amendment, if ac- 
cepted by the house, will of course leave 
the question of a reformatory optional 
with the people of each county. 

It is the idéa of the author of the re- 
formatory bill, Mr. Wright, of Floyd, that 
the reformatory shall be erected on the 
county poor farm in each county and 
operated as an adjunct of that institu- 
tion. 

Time for DeKalb Court Changed. 

Among the other bills favorably recom- 
mended by the general judiciary is that 
by Mr. Howard, of DeKalb, providing that 
the time for holding the superior court 
of DeKalb county shall be changed from 
the present time to the first Monday In 
May and November of each year.

WIRE HAS AGAIN DECLINED 


Weavy Declines Shown in Almost 
Every Department of the Stock 
List, with the Close Wa- 
vering and Uncertain. 
Money Easy. 


New York, November 23.—The slump in Steel 
and Wire of 4% points just at the close of the 
trading last evening was universally regarded 
as a danger signal. The speculative public 
came down to Wall street this morning in a 
mood receptive to suggestions of depression and 
reaction. The first suggestion came in the form 
of a further break of 3 pointe in Steel and 
Wire. Apparently no more effective point 
could have been selected at which to attack 
the market. This was known from previous 
experiences with this particular stock, The 
sudden weakness of Steel and Wire did not 
ralse any doubts of the reports heretofore ac- 
cepted of the prosperous conditions in that trade 
and the excellent prospects for the future, but 
it did arouse serious apprehension of a deter- 
mination on the part of some of the steel 
magnates to enter upon a couree of slashing 
competition and to unsettle the trade. The 
wide-reaching effect of such an outbreak of 
hostilities in the steel trade may be measured 
by the degree of apprehension exhibited by 
holders of long stock today, The steel stocks 
themaclves were most immediately affected, 
but heavy declines are shown in almost every 
department of the stock list. The sharp effect 
produced was due in part, of course, to the 
extended speculative accounts held all through 
the market. The purpose of the bear maneuver 
was palpably to dislodge these holdings. The 
local traction stocks, the grangers, the Pa- 
eines and Baltimore and Ohio were the most 
prominent in the downward movement. Sugar 
was freely sold on the cut in prices of refined 
sugar and coffee, which seemed to threaten 
a renewal of the trade war. But the stock 
was very feverish at all times. Practically the 
only effective resistance. offered to the decline 
was in the early dealings. New York Central 
and Chesapeake and Ohio showed continued 
strength at that time, New York Central rising 
% over last night. An effort was also made 
to boom Amalgamated Copper on the occasion 
of its first being dealt in in the unlisted de- 
partment of the exchange, but the first price, 
which was 99%, was the highest. The price 
subsequently fell back to 975. compared with 
98% in the curb market la night. The 
frequent rallies during the day, when room 
shorts were taking quick profits, showed the 
professional bear character of the attack on 
the market. But the buying demand seemed 
not to extend beyond the short interest an 
market quickly lost animation on the rafiies. 
The closing itself was wavering and uncertain, 
but at considerably above the lowest for many 
stocks. There was nothing in the money 
market to cause apprehension, rates ruling 
at 3% per cent or lower practically all day. 
The receipts of gold from the Pacific coast in- 
sure a good increase in cash reserves for to- 
morrow's bank statement, although the net re- 
ceipts from the interior on the express move- 
ment show a considerable falling off from last 
week.

Henderson’s Crossing on Southern Is

POWER COMPANY: MUST PAY ALL COST 


Had Expected Railroad To Help in 


Matter of Adjusting Crossing.

The posit‘on taken by the Southern is 
ecntained in the following letter to the 
clerk of the ci unty board: 

In reply to the resolution, we beg to say that 
the Southern Railway Comrany cannot bear 
any of tho expense incident to the ure of 
Genderson street by the street railway com- 
pany. We will do nothing to obstruct the 
street car company in the progress of ‘ts work; 
on the contrary. we will reduce apeed of 
trains and 10 anything else we can to facil- 
mate their work, it deing understood, of 
course, that any work that may be done in 
connection with our tracks must be uncer the 
pers. nal supervision of our foreman or in- 
spector. 

In this connection, I can only repeat what 
I stated before the committee of your honor- 
able board, namely: that the Southern Rall- 
way Company, as the ouccessor of the fast 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia and the At- 
lanta and Florida Railroad Companies, has 
three tracks over that crossing; that these 
tracks were put there by the companies above 
named under permiasion from the proper pub- 
lic authorities; ther they were located as re- 
quired by those authorities, and we claim 
that we have fully complied with all of the 
requirements of the law, and that we can- 
not be expected nor are we willing to yield 
any of our rights in the situation; that we 
canpot consent to any change involving the les. 
sening of these rights in any particular, and 
if any chang» ‘tre to be made our rights in 
that sitvation must not be disturbed, nor 
must we be, by reasod of such changes, be 
aut ecte i to any cost or expenre.

TO WHOM IT MAY CONC ERN.

Even the most casual observer could tell 
that the members of the North Georgia 
conference are in Atlanta.

changes that come to a Methodist preach- 
er, he finds himself thrown in the course 
of time with all sorts and conditions of 
men. One year he may be serving the 
mountaineers of north Georgia, and the 
next he may be mintstering to the spir- 
itunl wants of a fashionable city congre- 
This tends to make them cos- 
mopolftan. 

The Methodist preacher gets to know 
Iie is generally a good mixer 
and the frequent shiftings, to which he is 
subjected by the bishop, enlarges his ac- 
quaintance. Many a politician in Geor- 
gia would give much to know as many 
people as a Methodist preacher, and the 
man who thrives on votes would give much 
more to be as well liked as the preach- 
For the Methodist itinerant is usual- 
ly a mighty good fellow. There is no 
pomp or circumstance about him. He is 
approachable and has a way of making 
one feel at ease that is delightful. 

Conference is a great time with the 
Methodist preachers. It is a sort of 
oasis in the year of hard work ard some- 
times the vear of disappointment. He 
looks forward to conference with pleasur- 
anticipation, for there he will meet 
his brotQMers and exchange confidences 
and expertence. Then, too, there is 
always the hope—maybe latent, but there, 
nevertheless—that the bishop may send 
him to a better work. For a Methodist 
preacher is usually possessed by a sanc- 
tifled ambition; hg wouldn't be such a 
good preacher if he waan't. 

Conference is a great time for story 
telling with the preachers. They meet 
and tell one another of odd incidents that 
occurred since last they met. They are 
generally good story tellers, too, and, 
better than all, they can stand a story 
at their own expense, They have been 
so shittel about and buffeted from place 
to place that they have gotten over be- 
ing thin skinned,

Several preachers were talking yester- 
day, and the conversation turned on 
horses. It may not be generally known,. 
but the Methodist preacher is usually a 
good judge of horse flesh. This is due 
to the fact that, outside of the cities, 
they need horses in their business. As 
has been stated, they got to talking about 
horses, and one said:

thrilled congregations by their eloquence. 
For there have been some great orators 
in the Georgia conferences. Bishop 
George F. Pierce, of sainted memory, was 
cne of these orators. Of magnificent pres- 
ence and with a musical voice capable of 
Infinite modulation, the Kingly bishop 
never failed to enchain the attention of 
his hearers, 

A story illustrative of Bishop Pierce's 
marvelous power was told by a preacher 
yesterday. The incident occurred years 
ago when Bishop Pierce was at the zenith 
of his powers. 

“There was a revival on in a certain 
town in Georgia, but not much interest 
wes belng manifested. Bishop Pierce 
came along and of course was invited to 
preach. There was an immense c:owd 
out to hear the bishop, for his fame as 
an orator was widespread. The vishop’s 
text struck me as somewhat peculiar 
when he announced it. It was from the 
Psalms and was, as I remember, ‘Open 
thy mouth and I will fill it.’ 

“The bishop was in good trim and ina 
few minutes had that congregation in full 
sympathy with him. He moved them 
marvelously and they absolutely pent for- 
ward in their eagerness to catch his 
words. Toward the close the bishop be- 
gan to ring to the changes on ‘open thy 
mouth.’ He would pronounce the words 
in a tone of command that rang like a 
bugle blast. Wonderful to say, so com- 
pmetely under the orators power were 
his hearers that when he would excl: fm 
‘open thy mouth,’ nearly every mouth mM 
that congregation was opened. Of course 
they were unconscious of what thev were 
doing. They were hypnotized by the won- 
derful eloquence of the orator and at his 
bidding would have walked into a fiery 
furnace. It was the most remarkable ex- 
hibition of the power of pulpit eloquence 
that I ever saw.“ 


“That was great.“ sald another preach- 
er. but I saw as remarkable a scene 
once in which the late Dr. Jesse Boring 
figured. Dr. Boring was well known in 
Atlanta, having repeatedly served 
churches here. This incident occurred in 
Columbus during the progress of a re- 
vival. The congregations had been cold 
and Dr. Boring was sent for. Dr. 
Boring’s oratory was of a somber kind. 
Hie was at his best on such themes as 
death aad the judgement. The doctor was 
tall and somewhat bent and used nis 
right foretinger in gesturing in a manner 
that Was pecuilarly impressive, Then, 
too, there was a solemn timbre to his 
Voice that almost made one shudder. 

“Dr, Boring preached at night to a 
great congregation. I don't remember 
the text, but there Was a good deal in the 
sermon about feeing from the wrath to 
come. The congregation was wrought to 
a high pitch of excitement by the graphic 
pieture that Dr. Boring drew of the 
Wrath to come. The nervous tension was 
something terrible, The doctor would 
throw out that long forefinger, which 
quivered almost as if stricken with patsy, 
and in a sepulchral voice exclaim ‘Flee 
from the wrath to come.’ 

“Well, the congregation began to flee 
as if satan and his hosts were on them. 
So wrought up were they by the awfui- 
ness of Dr. Borins's word painting, that 
they actually began rushine to the doors 
and even to the windows to cscape from 
the terrors which had been presented in 
such a realistic manner. It was as if 
every person present belleved that ec- 
tual wrath was hovering over him ready 
to fall. I am afraid that there is no 
preacher now who could move a congre- 
Kation in that way.“ 


Rev. J. L. Davics was one of the old- 
time preachers whose memory ts kept 
green. Mr. Davies was one of the best 
preachers that ever belonged to the north 
Georgia conference, though not one of the 
showlest. Several ministers were recall- 
ing anecdotcs of Mr. Davies, and one 
said: 

Brother Davies was one of the best 
men I ever knew. His goodness was so 
intense that he made you feel it. He 
didn’t have to tell vou how good he was: 
you knew as soon as you met him that 
you were with a good man. He used to be 
a printer in his young days, andwas very 
wild. After he entered the ministry his 
whole life seemed to be an explation for 
whatever wrong he committed in his 
younger days. 

“He was a very homely man, but you 
never thoucht of his homeliness because 
his countenance was always transfigured 
by goodness. I remember that Mr, Da- 
vies told me a funny story about his 
homeliness. Soon after he entered the 
conference and began itinerant work he 
was given a ring and told to wear it 
until he met a homeller man than him- 
self. 

‘Tl wore that ring for years,’ said Mr. 
Davies, and 1 had about concluded that 
I would have to wear it for Ife, as I 
never met anv one whom 1 thought 
homelier than myself. Finally I was sent 
to Forsyth. The day after T reached 
there, T was down town and met a man 
to whom 1 gave that ring. I explained 
why I gave it to him and he agreed that 
he was entitled to it. You don't know 
how relieved I was to get rid of it. I was 
never vain, but T suppose the thought
